Mr# Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  district  for  the  year  1948# 

The  report  follows  the  instructions  contained  in  Circular  3/49 
dated  17.  1#  49  from  the  Ministry  of  Health# 

On  July  5th  a major  change  in  the  medical  and  allied  services  of 
the  country  took  place  by  virtue  of  the  coming  into  operation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  establish 
a comprehensive  health  service  for  England  and  Wales  designed  to  secure 
improvement  in  the  physical  and  mental  health  of  the  people,  and  the 
prevention,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  illness,  the  services  so  provided 
to  be  free  of  charge,  although  certain  provisions  of  the  Act  expressly 
provide  for  the  making  and  recovery  of  charges . This  is  a magnificent 
conception,  the  culmination  of  years  of  proposal,  counter  proposal  and 
negotiation,  but  human  nature  being  what  it  is,  success  must  depend  on 
the  degree  of  co-operation  v^ich  can  be  achieved  between  the  public  and 
various  professions  involved,  and  not  least  on  the  general  attitude  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Health# 

The  use  of  the  word  ’’Health^*  presupposes  prevention,  but  the 
Act  largely  deals  with  the  treatment  of  ’’Illness”  and  in  a much  smaller 
degree  with  the  prevention  of  illness.  It  would  be  more  accurate,  too, 
to  say  that  the  services  provided  are  to  be  free  of  charge  ’at  the  time; 
as  it  is  quite  obvious  that  jjaynont  must  bo  mado  from  some  source  or 
sources,  and  of  course,  those  sources  are  primarily  taxes,  to  a lesser 
degree  insurance  contributions,  and  to  a much  smaller  extent  rates#  It  ii 
worth  while- pointing  out  that  . of  the  contributions  paid  by  way  of  stamps 
only  a comparatively  small  proporticn  goos  towards  providing  health 
services,  the  very  much  larger  proportion  being  devoted  to  the  provision 
of  sickness  and  disablement  benefit,  pensions  etc# 

It  is  open  to  everyone  in  the  country  to  take  advantage  of  the 
services  provided,  and  title  to  medical  and  allied  services  does  not  depend 
on  the  making  of  contributions.  In  the  aggregate,  very  few  persons  have 
elected  to  remain  outside  the  scheme,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
public  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  with  marked 
enthusiasm# 

The  ’’’local  health  authority”  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  is,  in 
our  case,  tho  County  Council.  Many  of  the  services  hitherto  given  by 
the  County  Council  will  continue  as  formerly,  with  minor  modifications, 
but  with  suggested  extensions  and  improvements  in  tho  future.  Amongst 
those  may  be  mentioned  the  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery, 
and  Health  Visiting,  but  the  greatest  obstacle  to  their  development  would 
appear  to  be  lack  of  trained  staff.  The  provision  of  Health  centres  must 
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be  delayed  for  various  reasons.  The  County  Council  is  now  responsible  for 
Hone  Nursing  and  for  Ambulance  Services  and  has  made  arrangements 
accordingly  with  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  (and  the  former  Saturday  hospital  Fund)  respectively.  All 
these  services  appear  to  be  working  very  satisfactorily,  in  spite  of  the 
increased  demands  made  upon  them.  Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after-care 
Domestic  Help,  and  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  also  within  the  province 
of  the  County  Council.  A Domestic  Help  scheme  has  been  put  into  operation 
in  Coalville  and  district,  and  is  doing  much  good  work,  but  adequate 
safeguards  will  bo  necessary  to  prevent  abuse  in  this  direction.  The 
Vaccination  Acts  have  now  ceased  to  have  effect,  and  from  the  purely 
preventive  point  of  view  this  stop,  in  my  opinion,  is  by  no  means  free  from 
risk.  Immunisation  will  bo  dealt  with  later  in  this  report,  but  in  the  case 
of  this  Authority,  a scheme  which  v\ras  working  perfectly  well  has  had  to  be 
dropped  in  favour  of  a more  centralised  one,  and  one  awaits  results  with 
considerable  interest. 

Although  perhaps  outside  the  scope  of  this  report  one  must  menti 
the  increased  time  lag  which  now  exists  in  many  directions.  The  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary  has,  in  the  past,  given  to  the  City  and  County  of  Leicester 
service  which  is  beyond  praise,  but  the  demands  upon  it  have  increased  to 
such  an  extent  that  in  many  cases  it  takes  four  to  six  weeks  to  secure  .an 
appointment  for  a patient  to  see  a consultant  there,  although  in  serious 
cases,  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made.  Admission  for  less  serious 
cases,  and  sometimes  for  serious  cases,  can  only  be  seoured  after  a long 
period  of  waiting,  but  in  my  experience,  I have  never  yet  known  a case  of 
real  emergency  to  be  refused.  The  provision  of  glasses,  dental  treatment, 
and  other  services  is  subject  to  prolonged  delay,  largely  due  to  the 
unexpectedly  great  demand  end  to  shortage  of  staff  and  material. 

Professional  men  and  administrative  staff  alike  have  been  grossly  overworked 
in  many  areas,  and  it  behoves  the  public  to  use  the  service  with  discretion* 
One  feels  that  the  eervice  was  introduced,  not  before  the  country  was  reedy 
for  it,  but  before  the  necessary  personnel,  buildings  and  equipment  were 
available,  but  that,  nevertheless,  a great  effort  has  been  made,  not 
unsuccessfully,  to  overcome  the  teething  troubles  which,  naturally  enough 
resulted.  With  good  will  on  all  sides,  there  is  no  reason  at  all  why  this 
great  social  service  should  not  become  the  admiration  and  envy  of  all  the 
world. 


I have  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council, 
for  your  continued  consideration  and  courtesy,  and  once  again  wish  to  place 
on  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (who  is 
responsible  for  Sections  C.D.  and  E of  this  report)  and  to  the  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspectors  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.  My  thanks 
are  also  due  to  the  Surveyor  and  "Water  Engineer  for  information  supplied 
respecting  public  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  public  cleansing.

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  those  services  due  to 
the  operation  of  tho  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  are  referred  to  in 
the  introduction  to  this  report 

Laboratory  Services. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  both  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Groby  Road,  Leicester,  and  the  County  Council’s  laboratory. 
Peacock  Lane,  Leicester.  During  the  year  a gradual  change-over  has  been 
taking  place,  and  many  examinations  which  were  formerly  all  carried  out 
at  the  County  laboratory  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  latter  is  also  responsible  for  all  special  laboratory 
investigations  in  connection  with  such  items  as  infectious  disease  or 
feed  poisoning  outbreaks.  Routine  samples  of  milk  for  examination  for 
tuberculosis  aro  also  dealt  with  by  them  now  that  facilities  at  the 
Cambridge  University  laboratory  are  no  longer  available.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from  the  new 
red  sandstone  measures  overlying  the  coal  measures,  water  being  pumped 
from  boreholes  and  pit  shafts  sunk  into  ami  through  these  ineasures 
respectively.  These  public  supplies  are  situated  at  Broom  Leys  pumping 
station.  Holly  Hayes  pumping  station,  Whitwick  Colliery  and  Ellistown 
Colliery,  and  all  water  from  these  sources  is  chlorinated,  the  Ellistown 
and  Whitwick  Colliery  supplies  also  being  filtered. 
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The  tivcrngo  daily  output  from  those  sources  during  the  year  was  - 

Broom  Leys,  248,(XiO  gallons. 

Holly  Hayes o 150,000  gallons, 

V'/hitwick  and  Ellistown  Colliorios.  327,000  gallons, 

Supplios  aro  also  obtained  from  time  to  time  from  Hoo  Ash 
Reservoir,  belonging  to  th^>  Ashby  Rural  District  Council,  quantities 
varying  from  20,000  to  dG,000  gallons  pur  day.  This  supply  is,  however, 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  requirements, 
and  919,000  gallons  v/ere  obtained  from  this  source  during  1948, 

The  total  quantity  of  water  pumped  from  the  various  sources  during 
the  year  v\rrs  267,288,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  38,576,000  gallons  over 
1947. 

27,0^0,000  gallons  were  supplied  in  bulk  to  Market  Bosworth  Rural 
District  Council, 

Daily  consuiapticn  for  the  Urban  area  for  all  purposes  averaged 
26,4  gallons  per  head  of  the  estimated  population. 

In  spite  of  the  large  increase  in  the  years  output  it  was  found 
necessary  to  impose  restrictions  on  consumption  during  July  and  a period 
from  2nd  October  to  24th  December, 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  extension  and  development  of 
the  existing  supplies  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Inquiry  held  by 
Mr  .J  .Gardner , Engineering  Inspector  of  the  J^'^inistry  of  Health,  on  the 
13th  October,  1948,  the  result  of  which  was  awaited  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  This  scheme  involved  - 

a.  the  full  development  of  the  Holly  Hayes  pumping  station; 

b*  the  construction  of  a now  service  reservoir: 

c,  the  laying  of  ^ new  rising  and  distribution  mains,  and  the 
extension  t^  new  aro'S  of  the  latter;  and 

d,  the  centralisation  of  st>..rilisaticn  plant  at  Forest  Rook 
reservoir , 

Tho  required  standard  cf  purity  for  a public  water  supply  was 
maintained  during  1948,  10  samples  of  raw  (untreated)  water  and  14  of 
treated  water  goin^  into  supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year,  with  the  following  results  -

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4 sanplos  of  "raw”  wator,  one  from  each  of  the  four  Bou.rcos 
of  supply,  were  submitted  to  Dr. B. Dyer  and  Partners  for  examination 
during  the  year.  Chemically,  the  samples  v^fere  reported  as  being  of 
satisfactory  purity  and  free  from  metallic  contamination  tho  degrees  cf 
hardness  before  boiling  being  Broom-Levs  45,  Holly  Hayes  22^,  Vdiitwick: 
Colliery  64-g'  and  Ellistown  Colliery  59-^,  and  after  boiling  19,7,38  and 
33-|-  respectively.  Tho  samples  from  Broom-Leys  and  Holly  Fayes  were 
satisfactory  as  regards  Bacteriological  purity,  but' those  from  Vvhitwick 
and  Ellistown  collieries  contained  B.Coli  in  100  mis.  Tho  analyst  stated 
that  this  unsatisfactory  condition  wr a not  due  to  serious  pollution  and 
tho  water  would  b . suitable  for  drinking  after  Chlorination. 

6602  houses  in  the  are*'  have  an  internal  v/ater  supply  direct 
from  the  public  mains,  and  118  houses  are  supplied  from  stand  pipes. 

One  public  standpipe  on  The  Green  at  Thringstone  was  installed  to  take 
the  place  of  a.  spring  which  was  found  to  be  very  seriously  polluted  and 
v/hich  was  being  extensively  used.  This  stand  pipe  is  still  used  by  a 
number  of  properties  whore  proo^.dure  under  the  Housing  Act  for 
reconditioning  or  demolition  is  contemplated.  With  this  exception  the 
remaining  stanapipocs  are  privately  owned  ■^nd  are  within  the  curtilages 
of  the  properties  which  they  serve. 

149  houses,  including  some  outlying  farms,  have  no  water  supply 
from  public  sources,  most  of  thes,  being  outside  the  range  of  existing 
water  mains. 

9 samples  of  v/ater  from  jrivate  V\fells  sore  submitted  for 
examination  during  the  year,  only  2 of  these  being  reported  as  of 
satisfactory  quality.  The  other  7 samples  shewed  the  6 wells  concerned 
to  be  poll'.tod  to  a greater  or  loss  extent  and  in  all  cases  notices  were 
served  requiring  the  provision  of  a v/holesome  water  supply. 

3 wells  ¥«cr’^  closed  during  the  year  and  the  three  houses  concernet 
supplied  from  the  puLlic  water  mains, 

42o  y rds  of  new  4"  and  3"  water  mains  were  laid  during  the  year 
to  tho  Hall  Lane  xlousing  site,  and  30  yards  of  6"  main  as  extension  to 
Casccloids  Ltd. 

2»  DkAINaGE  iii'iD  OEl'V  E.IaGiij  . 

During  tho  year  470  yards  of  12"  sewer  have  been  laid  in  Bardon 
Road,  by  contract,  to  connect  the  Bardon  Hill  Sewornge  system  to  the 
Bardon  Road  sewer,  '^nd  to  eliminate  the  obsolete  irrigation  disposal 
works  formerly  serving  that  area. 

The  Richmond  Road  scheme  has  been  re-designed  to  connect  to  a 
main  outfall  sower  at  Ibstock  under  construction  for  the  Market  Bosworth 
Rural  district  Council,  the  estimated  cost  being  reduced  to  £2150  as 
against  £6033  for  the  ori^_,inal  scheme.  The  scheme  has  been  approv'^d 
by  the  Ministry  cf  noalth  r.nd  will  be  comnonood  early  in  1949. 

The  schemes  f.r  draining  the  Battleflat  and  Melbourne  Road  areas 
remain  in  abeyance,  the  latter  on  account  v.f  the  high  cost  per  house. 
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The  construction  of  a pumping  station  and  the  laying  of  a 
7"  rising  main  at  the  Hermitage  Road  bridge,  to  eliminate  a section  of 
sewer  damaged  by  mining  subsidence,  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Mining  subsidence  has  been  responsible  for  further  damage  to 
sewers  in  Grange  Road,  Ravenstone  Road,  Hermitage  Road,  and  Church  Lane. 

In  Grange  Road  a break  occurred  which  necessitated  the  relaying  of  some 
70  yards  of  15"  sewer,  and  caused  some  considerable,  though  temporary, 
pollution  of  the  Hugglescote  brook.  In  Ravenstone  Road,  a serious 
blockage  of  the  9"  sewer  occurred,  after  excavation  it  was  discovered 
that  this  section  of  the  sewer  was  3 feet  below  its  original  level. 
Conditions  in  this  section  are  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  the  Co-operative 
Society’s  slaughterhouse  drainage  system  is  connected  thereto,  and  a 
scheme  for  the  relaying  of  this  sewer  at  a cost  of  £2000  has  been  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Hoalth, 

In  the  Church  Lane  area  a number  of  complaints  of  drain  blockages 
were  received  but  investigations  revealed  that  there  were  no  obstructions 
in  the  drains,  the  sewage  having  "backed  up"  from  the  sewer,  which  was 
found  to  have  a backfall  of  3 feet  due  to  mining  subsidence.  A scheme 
for  the  relaying  of  this  sewer,  approximately  450  yards  in  length,  at 
a cost  of  £2500  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

50  yards  of  6"  sewer  have  been  laid  as  extension  in  Ibstook 
Road,  Ellistown. 

During  the  year  the  investigations  of  defects  and  drainage  and 
redrainage  works  have  necessitated  182  inspections,  with  120  revisits, 

Ifcny  of  the  defects  have  been  caused  by  mining  subsidence  and  it  has 
been  necessary  after  smoke  tests  shewed  the  extent  of  the  damage,  to 
redrain  completely  some  27  properties,  in  addition  to  the  rectification 
of  minor  defects,  29  other  properties  have  been  completely  redrained 
including  18  which  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  after  the 
abolition  of  cesspools  or  ditch  drainage.  2 other  properties,  one  a 
dairy  farm  and  the  second  an  isolated  house,  have  been  provided  with 
nev/  drainage  systems,  with  septic  tanks  and  irrigation  areas,  in  lieu 
of  cesspools  and  ditch  outfalls.  The  sewer  extensions  in  Bardon  Road 
and  Hall  Lane  have  afforded  bettor  facilities  for  many  properties  in 
thoBO  aroas  and  which  are  now  drained  to  cqs spools.  All  owners  of  the 
houses  concerned  have  been  requested  to  connect  their  properties  to  the 
new  sowers  but  the  response  has  been  disappointing.  Some  properties  in 
the  Thringston©  area  are  still  connected  to  the  old  sewerage  system 
or  to  ditch  outfalls  and  these  are  being  dealt  with  as  the  reconditioning 
of  the  properties  concerned  becomes  possible.  The  effectual  and 
satisfactory  drainage  of  properties  in  the  Richmond  Road  area, which 
has  been  f.  source  of  trouble  and  of  groat  concern  to  your  Council  for 
many  yo&ro  > will  nov/  be  possible. 
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3.  CLOSET  ACCOIvMODATION. 


The  closet  accommodation  in  the  Urban  area  at  the  end  of  1948 
was  as  follows  - 

7203  water  closets, 

153  privies  in  sewered  areas, 

46  privies  in  areas  at  present  unsewered, 

100  pails  in  sewered  areas, 

151  pails  in  areas  at  present  unsewered* 

84  middens  in  sewered  areas. 

28  middens  in  areas  at  present  unsewered, 

14  chemical  closets  . 

The  figures  for  sewered  and  unsewered  areas  shov/  some 
considerable  variation  from  those  of  last  year,  due  to  sewer  extensions 
mainly  in  the  Bardon  Hill  area,  Avhere  some  88  privies  and  9 pails  are 
now  transferred  from  the  unsewered  to  the  sewered  area.  It  is  hoped 
to  deal  with t he  conversion  of  these  to  water  closets  in  the  coming  year 
as  they  are,  generally  defective,  of  unsatisfactory  type,  and  contrary 
to  byelaws. 

Now  that  the  position  as  regards  labour  and  th©  supply  of  building 
materials  is  easier,  it  has  been  possible  to  give  a little  more  attention 
to  the  conversion  of  privies,  although  progress,  even  now,  is  far  from 
being  satisfactory  and  has  to  wait  on  more  important  building  works , 

During  the  year  24  privies  (fixed  receptacles;  and  4 pail  closets  were 
abolished,  3 of  the  privies  being  replaced  by  5 pail  closets,  22  W.Cs, 
were  provided  to  take  the  place  of  these  conveniences,  16  were  provided 
in  connection  with  new  work  or  extensions,  and  280  in  connection  with 
new  housing,  3 ?J’.Cs . attached  to  ^condemned*  houses  were  demolished 

4, -PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

Public  cleansing  and  scavenging  are  under  the  control  of  your 
Surveyor,  these  services  being  provided  for  the  whole  of  the  area, 

3,  Karrier  Bantams  and  2 S.and  D,  freighters  are  employed  for  this 
purpose  in  addition  to  a Bedford  lorry  for  the  collection  of  salvage, 

A great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  collection  periods  and 
a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  attained  early  in  1948  and 
maintained  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  with  a regular  collection  of 
nightsoil  - wookly  for  pail  closets  and  -^weekly  for  middens.  House  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  ’’controlled”  tipping,  the  three  tips  being  situated  at 
Haggles  cote,  Whitwiok  and  Ashby  Road,  Coalville.  The  Whitwiok  and  Ashby 
Road  sites  are  now  approaching  completion  and  new  accommodation  is  being 
sought  in  various  parts  of  the  area, 

Nightsoil  is  tipped  on  agricultural  land  for  immediate  disposal 
by  farmers  to  whom  it  is  supplied, 

Tho  collection  of  waste  paper  and  other  items  of  salvage  is 
carried  out  as  part  of  tho  cleansing  services  and  at  the  same  time  as 
refuse  collection,  but  special  collections  are  made  from  shops  factories 
oto.  as  necessary. 
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Tho  collootion  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse  is  also  carried 
cut  by  your  Council  In  tho  case  of  proportios  with  a rateable  value  of 
£75  or  under,  1 free  bin  is  allowed  per  week,  and  for  properties  over 
£75  rateable  value,  2 free  bins  per  week.  All  additional  bins  are  charged 
at  2d  each,  cartloads  2/6  and  motor  lorry  loads  5/- 

The  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  not  undertaken  by  your  Council 
except  at  the  request  of  owners  and  on  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred*. 
In  some  oases  these  cesspools  are  dealt  with  by  portable  petrol  pump  and 
tank  cart,  and  in  others  a vehicle  specially  designed  for  tho  purpose  is 
loaned  from  a neighbouring  authority. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the 
year  was  -

It  will  bo  seen  that  the  number  of  notices  remaining 
uncomplied  with  at  the  year  end  is  still  fairly  considerable,  even 
after  allowanco  for  those  in  which  the  time  limit  had  not  expired  on 
the  31st  December.  There  has  been  a very  appreciable  hardening  in 
the  attitude  of  property  owners  towards  the  execution  of  repairs, and 
this  is  having  its  effect  both  on  the  speed  and  the  willingness  of 
compliance  with  notices. 

Regulated  Buildings. 

(a ) Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  two  of  these,  both  situated  at  the  City  of  Dan, 
1/Vhitv/ick,  both  accommodating  male  lodgers  only,  and  both  in  the 
same  ownership.  They  have  a total  capacity  of  34  beds,  the  lodgers  now 
being  mainly  ’’regulars"  and  employed  at  local  factories,  mines,  and 
farms.  There  are  very  few  casuals. 

Both  houses  are  very  old,  poorly  adapted  for  their  present 
use  (Having  originally  been  dwelling  houses)  and  in  only  fair 
condition  gtruoturally . They  are  situated  in  an  area  v/hich  is  ripe 
for  clearance,  and  if  progress  in  this  direction  is  possible  in  the  near 
future,  some  oonsidoraticn  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  provision 
of  alternative  accommodation  for  these  "lodgers"  "Whother  this  will 
best  bo  done  by  private  ownership  or  whether  provision  should  be  made 
by  the  local  authority  will  be  a matter  primarily  for  your  decision 
and  may  well  bo  considered  in  future  housing  proposals, 

8604  "lodger  nights"  were  recorded  during  the  year,  an 
average  of  23*5  lodgers  per  night,  all  males  of  full  age.  The  figure  for 
1947  was  8747.  There  wore  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  during 
the  year  at  either  house, 

(b ) Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  etc. 

There  are  no  camping  sites,  in  the  generally  accepted  sense  of 
the  torm,  in  the  area,  the  only  sites  licensed  being  used  for  single  vans 
or  shods  for  permanent  or  semi-permanent  occupation. 

Camping  on  unlicensed  and  completely  unsuitable  sites  has  again 
occurred  during  the  year  and  vigilance  is  necessary  to  enable  us  to 
doal  with  offenders  before  serious  nuisance  is  caused.  These  offenders  are 
generally  hawkers,  but  3omo  oases  have  been  those  of  persons  employed  in 
the  area,  v^ithout  houses,  and  who  have  purchased  caravans  as  temporary 
Haios  • 
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The  difficultios  of  control  in  those  cases  are  increased  by  the  obsonco 
of  any  suitable  lioensod  site  in  the  area  to  which  all  these  van  owners 
oould  be  directed,  and  a recommendation  has  been  made  to  you,  and  is 
under  consideration,  that  a local-authority-ovmed  site  should  bo  provided 
for  this  purpose. 

Two  sheds  and  2 caravans  wore  in  permanent  occupation  throughout 
the  year  in  addition  to  3 caravans  occupied  in  connection  with  dwelling 
houses  by  members  of  the  householders  families, 

A cenvorted  motor  bus,  stationed  on  an  unlicensed  site  and 
occupied  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  is  the  subject  of  pending  legal 
proceedings,  and  the  threat  of  legal  action  has  been  necossary  in  many 
more  cases  of  the  use  of  unlicensed  sites, 

35  inspections,  with  4 revisits,  wore  made  during  1948. 

( c)  Of  fens  ive  Tra  de  s 


. There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  area,  but  21  fried  fish 
and  chip  premises  are  recorded,  and  69  inspections,  with  27  revisits 
were  made  during  the  year. 


Informal  notices  were  issued  in  10  cases,  6 involving  the 
cleansing  of  shops  or  preparation  rooms,  1 roouiring  additional  lighting 
2 for  new  floors,  and  1 involving  nuisance  from  a range  not  consuming 
vapour  from  frying.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools . 


There  are  no  privately  owned  swiiraning  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  for  public  use.  The  Council’s  swimming  baths  were  open  to  the 
public  from  19th  April  to  25th  September  1948, 


Daily  tests  of  the  water  for  chlorire  residual  and  alkalinity 
were  made,  and  bacteriological  examinations  were  satisfactory. 


Schools , 


The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  area  is  generally 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  those  few  cases  where  the  school 
buildings  themselves  are  of  unsatisfactory  type  and  construction  and  which 
are  to  bo  dealt  with  under  the  new  educational  scheme, 

2 schools.  Standard  Hill  and  Thringstone,  still  have  oon'sorvanoy 
type  closet  accommodation,  and  Thringstone  has  no  water  supply  of  any  kind 
It  was  hoped  that  the  former  school  could  have  been  dealt  with  under  the 
suggested  sev/er  extension  scheme  for  the  Melbourne  Road  area  but  this 
scheme  has  now  been  shelved  as  boing  too  costly. 
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Negotiations  regarding  Thringstone  schools  aro  continuing 
and  there  is  somo  hope  that^  with  the  assistance  of  the  County  Council, 
the  lack  of  satisfactory  sanitpry  amenities  will  shortly  bo  remedied. 
Only  informal  action  on  minor  matters  has  been  necessary  in  the  cases  of 
other  schools* 

It  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  school  closure  on  account  of 
infections  disease  during  tho  year,  nor  was  school  disinfection 
necessary*

The  figures  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1 include  8 factory 
bakehouses  and  2 bakehouses  without  mechanical  power, 

]ji  one  case  legal  proceedings  wore  put  in  hand  to  enforce 
adequate  ventilation  to  an  annexe  to  a block  of  W.Cs  . The  notice  was 
complied  with  on  the  eve  of  the  hearing  and  the  proceedings  were 
withdrawn.  No  legal  action  was  necessary  in  other  cases. 
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The  table  shevm  hereunder  relates  to  outworkers  and  is 
a copy  of  that  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,

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The  amount  of  home  work  given  out  by  factories  is  still  fairly 
considerable,  due  primarily  to  the  shortage  of  full-time  labour 
at  the  factories  themselves.  Most  of  the  outwork  carried  out  in 
this  area  is  received  from  factories  outside  the  Urban  area  and 
consists  mainly  of  machine  and  hand  knitting  of  gloves  and  hosiery, 
linking,  the  repair  and  finishing  of  hosiery,  and  the  making  (by  hand) 
of  infants*  wear. 

Some  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  obtaining  the  twice- 
yearly  lists  of  outworkers  from  factory  occupiers  employing  them. 

Public  advertisements  have  been  inserted  in  the  press  and  reminders 
sent  by  post  but  the  same  trouble  arises  every  year.  The  six  cases  of 
default  reported  this  year  all  involved  factories  outside  the  area,  and 
the  lists  should  first  of  all,  have  been  submitted  to  the  local 
authorities  in  whose  areas  the  factories  are  situated.  Nothing  could 
be  done  by  us  except  a notification  to  the  authority  concerned 
whose  responsibility  it  is  to  take  any  action  for  non-compliance.  Some 
cases  of  outv/ork  have  been  discovered  by  following  up  newspaper 
advertisements  inviting  application. for  work.

306  visits  of  inspeotion  were  m&de  to  outworkers’  homes 
during  the  year,  but  in  no  case  was  work  found  to  be  carried  on  in 
umvholesom©  promises.  In  2 cases  Scarlet  fever  vras  notified  at 
homes  where  outv/ork  was  carried  on,  and  both  patients  were  removed 
to  isolation  hospital,  and  the  homes  and  all  material  supplied  for 
making-up  disinfected. 

Keeping  of  Animals. 

The  wartime  position  as  regards  the  relaxation  of  byelaws 
respecting  domestic  pig-keeping  is  still  maintained,  and  this 
important  aspect  of  domestic  economony  shows  no  sign  of  any  waning 
interest,  although  the  ’’tigjjtening-up"  of  the  Ministry  of  Food’s 
regulations  as  to  licences  to  slaughter  has  apparently  had  some 
effect  in  some  directions. 

A large  number  of  the  structures  are  unsuitable  for 
permanent  use,  although  many  improvements  are  being  obtained 
even  in  these.  For  new  buildings  of  a permanent  character,  ovmers 
are  required  to  submit  plans  and  are  requested  to  comply  with  all  the 
requirements  v/hich  vrould  have  been  compulsory  under  the  Byelaws. 

355  inspections  of  pigstyes  and  stables  were  made  during 
the  year,  with  40  revisits, 

9,  informal  and  3 statutory  notices  were  served  during 
the  year,  to  abate  nuisance  in  connection  with  pigkeeping,  and 
19  informal  (many  outstanding  from  194?)  and  all  3 statutory  notices 
were  complied  with. 

Rodent  destruction. 


A full  tii'n.e  ratcatcher  is  employed  by  your  Authority  under 
the  supervision  of  the  ^hief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  district  is 
systematically  inspected  for  infestations.  Prebaiting  with  sausage 
rusk,  or  bread  mash  and  poisoning  with  zinc  phosphide  and  arsenic; 
gassing;  and  the  use  of  dogs  and  ferrets  are  methods  v/Mch  are  all 
employed  in  varying  circumstances.  No  charge  is  made  for  dealing  with 
infestations  arising  at  private  dwelling  houses,  but  in  the  case  of 
businesss  premises  a charge  of  3/6  per  hour  is  made  to  cover  labour 
and  all  materials  used.  Annual  contracts,  of  varying  amounts,  were  in 
operation  during  the  year  with  10  industrial  concerns  in  the  area,  the 
service  given  being  a minimum  of  four  complete  maintenance  treatments 
annually. 


Your  Authority’s  sewage  farms,  refuse  tips,  and  Highways  Depot, 
and  the  banks  of  streams  and  brookcourses  in  the  area  receive  regular 
attention,

During  Maroh/April  1948  a test  baiting  of  99  manholes  in 
various  parts  of  the  Urban  area  was  made  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  in  July  this  was  followed  by  routine 
maintenance  treatment  of  public  sewers,  pre-bait  of  sausage  rusk 
and  poison  bait  of  sausage  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide  being  introduced 
at  152  manholes  in  areas  where  infestation  had  been  shewn  by  the  test 
baiting.  Surface  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  infestated  sections  of 
sewer  wore  visited  during  the  period  of  sewer  treatment  and  any 
neoessary  attention  given. 


SECTION .D. 

HOUSING. 

The  conditions  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  adversely 
affecting  a real  resumption  of  the  attack  on  housing  dilapidations 
and  reconditioning  are  still  operating  and  little  labour,  surplus 
from  new  housing  requirements,  is  available.  The  "Control  of  Building 
operations  (No#ll)  order"  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July  1948, 
increased  the  amount  which  might  be  expended,  without  licence,  on 
repairs,  to  £100  per  house,  but  this  has  resulted  in  little  increased 
activity  within  the  still  limited  availability  of  labour  and  materials. 
Factors  which  are  now  assuming  more  importance,  perhaps,  than  all 
others  are  the  high  cost  of  repairs  and  all  other  building  work,  and 
the  pegging  of  private  rents  at  the  1939  level. 

In  common  with  all  other  labour  the  cost  of  building 
labour  has  increased  considerably  since  1939,  but  this  increase  is 
mild  compared  to  that  which  has  occurred  in  the  prices  of  some  building 
materials,  notably  timber,  oast  iron  goods,  lead  and  slates,  A worn- 
out  cottage  cooking  tange  which  could  have  been  replaced  complete  for 
75/-  in  1939  novi  costs  £11  and  galvanised  dustbins  of  the  type  that 
were  bought  for  8/-  now  cost  20/-  and  upwards  today.  A quarry  tile 
kitchen  floor  costs  two  and  a half  times  its  1939  value,  and  to  renew 
a boarded  floor  entails  an  expenditure  of  nearly  3 times  the  prewar 
cost. 


Housing  dilapidations  today  are  not  by  any  means  all  the 
result  of  wilful  neglect  in  the  past.  There  are  10  years  of 
compulsory  inactivity  to  make  good  but  in  the  face  of  increases  such 
as  I have  quoted  and  the  knov\rlodge  that  none  of  those  increases 
can  be  passed  on  to  the  tenants  by  way  of  increased  rent,  it  is  perhaps 
not  surprising  that  there  is  apparent  an  appre^ablo  hardening  in  the 
attitude  of  property  ovmers  to  the  execution  of  repairs  and  increasing 
resistance  to  the  demands  of  local  authorities  in  this  respect.  In 
some  cases  mainly  of  working  class  awn^rs  who,  by  care  and  thrift, 
have  accumulated  a little  property,  these  post-war  conditions  are 
occasioning  serious  financial  hardship  and  are  resulting  in  properties 
being  sold  at  considerable  loss,  and  in  many  cases,  of  offers  of 
properties  as  gifts  to  the  local  authority  in  exchange  for  relief 
from  liability  for  repairs.  Another  aspect  of  this  position,  as  I 
see  it  is  that  local  authorities  will  be  called  upon  to  an  increasing 
extent  in  future  to  carry  out  repairs  on  default  of  the  owners,  with 
the  added  burden  of  collecting  the  expenses  by  instalments,  probably 
in  the  way  of  the  weekly  rentals  , 
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Housing  inspections  have  again  been  confined  largely  to  repair 
items  of  urgency  and  to  the  maintenance  of  weatherproof  conditions, 
although  it  has  been  possible  to  commence  more  extensive  repairs 
and  reconditioning  in  a number  of  cases.  342  houses  were  inspected  for  defect 
during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  and  594  re-visits 
to  these  houses,  and  to  some  recorded  previously,  v/ere  made.  This  latter 
figure  reflects  a point  I mentioned  previously  - the  reluctance  of  many 
owners  to  commence  repairs,  the  time  ’’lag”  involved,  and  the  increased 
visits  necessary. 

Of  the  houses  inspected  18  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation 
and  wore  rooc.’  od  for  future  action,  173  houses  vrere  found  to  be 
”not  in  all  respects  fit  for  habitation”  and  needing  repair  or  reconditioning 
and  116  others  were  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts . 

197  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  action  only,  and 
39  after  the  service  of  statutory  notices. 

The  housing  shortage  in  the  area  still  remains  acute  and  there 
has  naturally  been  great  reluctance  to  take  any  action  which  would  retard  the 
process  of  overtaking  arrears  in  this  respect.  Nevertheless,  after  serious 
and  prolonged  consideration  by  your  Authority  it  was  felt  that  the  condition 
of  certaiin  properties  in  the  district  v/as  such  as  to  call  for  action 
under  sections  11-13  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  during  the  year 
Demolition  Orders  v/ere  made  by  you  in  respect  of  7 houses,  one  of  which  was 
unoccupied.  The  occupants  of  the  six  others  were  re-housed  by  your  authority, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  2 of  these  houses  had  been  demolished  and  the 
sites  cleared.  In  7 other  cases  undertakings  were  given  by  the  owners,  and 
accepted  by  you,  that  the  houses  concerned  would  not  again  be  used  for 
human  habitation. 

There  were  at  the  commencement  of  1948,  29  recorded  cases  of 
overcrowding  in  the  Urban  area,  and  23  new  cases  were  discovered  during  the 
year,  ^hese  figures  do  not  represent  the  true  position,  as  I have  already 
reported  to  you.  No  complete  housing  survey  has  been  carried  out  since  1937 
and  if  the  results  of  the  survey  of  the  539  houses  controlled  by  your 
authority,  and  made  in  1944,  are  any  indication,  the  true  number  of  cases 
of  overcrowding  in  the  Y\rholo  area  must  be  considerably  in  excess  of  those 
recorded  in  the  office  and  which  ceme  to  light  during  routine  inspection. 

24  oases  of  overcrov^rding  v/ere  relieved  during  the  year,  leaving  28  dwellings, 
involving  38  families  and  242  persons,  overcrowded  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

19  houses  were  in  use  during  the  year,  under  requisitioning  powers 
for  housing  families  inadequately  housed,  in  addition  to  the  old 
Dispensary  at  Bakowell  Street  (ovmed  by  the  County  Council)  where 
3 additional  families  arc  accoimnodated . Negotiations  for  the  purchase 
of  the  latter  property,  and  its  conversion  to  3 permanent  dwellings, 
were  in  progress  atihe  close  of  the  year.  Of  these  requisitioned  houses, 

7 are  the  subjects  of  Demolition  or  Clearance  Orders. 

The  applications  for  Council  houses  were  revised  towards  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  at  Docember  1948  the  number  of  bona-fide  applicants  had 
been  reduced  to  500,  although  it  is  probable  that  this  figure  will  again 
be  increased  during  the  coming  months. 

At  the  close  of  the  yoar  191  houses  had  been  completed  by  your 
authority  (including  50  prefabricated  houses  by  the  Ministry  of  ^^orks), 

48  by  the  East  Midland  iiousiag  Association,  and  80  by  private  enterprise.

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Of  the  50  retail  purveyors  registered  6 were  general 
shopkeepers  selling  only  bottled  milk,  as  received  from  the  producers, 
and  15  v>rero  vendors  bringing  in  milk  from  outside  areas. 

Of  the  47  milk  producers,  10  were  licenced  to  produce 
"Accredited  milk"  and  3 hold  "Tuberculin  Tested"  licences.  Many  of  the 
remaining  cowkeepers  are  regularly  producing  milk  of  accredited  standard, 
and  have  premises  which,  with  little  or  no  improvement  except,  perhaps,  the 
provision  of  steam  sterilisation  for  utensils,  v;ould  be  approved  for 
"accredited"  production.  The  occupiers  are  very  apathetic,  however,  to 
suggestions  that  application  should  be  made  for  accredited  licence,  and  it 
usually  requires  considerable  discussion  and  argument,  both  by  your 
officers  and  the  veterinary  surgeon,  before  a producer  can  be  persuaded  to 
take  the  plunge.  Considering  the  financial  benefits  accruing  to  the 
producer  of  either  "Accredited"  or  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk  by  way  of 
bonus  this  attitude  is  rather  surprising  and  can  only  be  explained 
by  saying  that  many  producers  are  convinced  that  application  for  the 

appropriate  licence  entails  considerable  prior  financial  outlay. 

In  addition  to  the  inspections  recorded  above  many  visits  were 
made  to  producers  and  retailers  v\rhose  milk  samples  had  been  reported  as 
unsatisfactory. 

At  one  farm  the  old  cowshed  was  abandoned  and  a new  one  erected 
together  with  a new  cooling  room,  the  whole  premises  being  redrained 
and  a septic  tank  installed,  in  another  case  the  old  cowshed  was 
gutted  and  reconstructed;  a new  cooling  room  and  utensils  provided  and  the 
whole  premises  redrained  and  connected  to  a new  septic  tank.  Other 
contraventions  of  the  Oraers  were  mainly  confined  to  lack  of  cleanliness  of 
premises  and  of  utensils. 

35  dairy  farms  are  now  supplied  with  water  direct  f rom t he 
public  mains,  10  of  the  12  remaining  being  outside  the  present  area  of 
the  town  mains  . 

With  a few  exceptions,  which  have  been  dealt  with  informally, 
both  producers*  and  retailers*  promises  have  been  maintained  in  satisfactory 
condition .

The  8 samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  are  in  addition  to  samples 
obtained  by  the  County  Council  who,  as  the  Licensing  Authority,  obtain 
regular  samples  from  licensed  producers.  The  3 unsatisfactory  samples 
in  this  class  were,  therefore,  reported  to  them  for  necessary  action. 

There  is  again  a slight  improvement  in  the  percentage  of  satisfactory 
samples  in  the  non-des ignatod  milks  (89.3?^),  a final  result  which  1 consider 
is  very  satisfactory  when  it  is  born  in  mind  that  the  standard  set  for 
a ’’satisfactory"  report  is  the  same  as  that  for  accredited  milk.  The 
8 unsatisfactory  samples  of  non-des ignated  milk  were  all  in  grade  2,  that  is, 
only  slightly  below  the  standard  required.  2 of  these  samples  wore  from 
one  producer  with  a rather  irregular  record,  the  other  six  being  from  six 
separate  producers  whe,  with  one  exception,  can  usually  bo  relied  on  for 
a satisfactory  result.  In  all  these  instances  the  notification  of  the 
results  wore  followed  by  visits  to  the  farms  and  in  2 cases,  bucket,  churn 
and  cooler  rinsings  were  submitted  for  plate  count  and  B.Coli  content 
all  of  which  specimens  proved  to  bo  satisfactory. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  improvement  in  the  heat-treated 
milk  supplies  has  again  been  maintained,  only  3 samples  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requisite  standard.  2 of  those,  from  the  results  of  the 
phosphatase  tests,  were  obviously  raw  milk,  and  investigations  wore  made 
at  the  processing  depot,  without  result.  It  was  eventually  discovered 
that  churns  of  fsrrm  milk  had  become  mixed  with  churns  of  processed  milk 
during  transit  to  this  district.  The  third  sample  of  heat-treated  milk 
failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  tost. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above,  all  the  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk  samples  submitted  wore  satisfactory. 
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The  nunbor  of  milk  samples  submittod  for  examination  for 
tuberculosis,  although  a considerable  increase  on  last  year",  is 
again  not  so  high  as  in  previous  years.  This  was  duo  to  the  inability  of  the 
Cambridge  laboratories  to  accept  fruthcr  samples  of  this  nature  after 
July  1948,  and  the  absence  of  any  suitable  alternative  laboratory. 
Arrangements  v;ere  finally  made  vath  Dr  .Gillospio , of  the  Public  Health 
La.boratory,  Groby  Road,  Lcicoster  and  all  examinations  of  this  kind 
are  now  carried  out  there,  although  difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  supply 
of  guinea  pigs  for  this  purpose.  47  of  the  samples  submitted  during 
the  year  were  negative  rnd  2 positive.  The  latter  were  reported  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Investigations  were  made  at  the  two  farms 
concerned  by  Veterinary  Surgeons  from  the  Ministry's  Animal  Health 
Division,  As  a result  one  cow  with  a tuberculous  udder  was  discovered 
at  ono  farm  and  one  cow  with  generalised  tuberculosis  at  t he  second. 

Both  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods , 


Restrictions  on  the  slaughter  of  livestock  are  still  in  operation 
and  all  trade  slaughtering  has  again  been  carried  out  at  the  Regional 
slaughterhouse  (the  Coalville  Co-operative  Society’s  promises  in  Ravenstone 
Road).  All  home-produced  meat  for  six  local  authority  areas  - Coalville 
Urban,  Shepshed  Urban,  Ashby  Urban,  Ashby  YiToulds  Urban,  Ashby  Rural  and 
Castle  Donington  Rural  - is  slaughtered  at  these  promises  and  all  the 
animals  slaughtered  there  during  the  year  wore  examined  at,  or  immediately 
after,  the  time  of  slaughter. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  1140  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the 
year.  So  far  as  is  known  the  carcases  of  all  of  the  11,475  animals 
slaughtered,  v;ith  4 exceptions,  were  examined,  work  which  has  entailed  883 
inspections  and  a considerable  proportion  of  your  inspectors’  time.  The 
results  of  these  examinations,  in  terms  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  f«r 
human  consumption,  are  also  given  in  the  tables.

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It  will  bo  scon  that  tho  total  weight  of  moat  condemned 
- 73,902  lbs  - shows  an  increase  of  9,299  lbs  over  the  1947  figure. 

This  is  not  completely  accounted  for  by  the  larger  number  of  animals 
killed,  but  is  duo  to  the  increased  porcontago  of  diseased  animals 
among  those  slaughtered.  In  my  1947  report  I made  tho  statement  that 
"'with  one  exception  the  percentagefiof  diseased  animals  have  considerably 
incroased^and  that  "this  position  was  one  which  should  give  some 
cause  for  concern  to  tho  agricultural  and  meat-marketing  industries" 

Vi/'ith  only  one  exception,  that  of  cattle  (other  than  cows)  affected  with 
disoasGs  other  than  tuberculosis,  the  percentages  of  all  animals  found 
to  be  affected  with  some  form  of  disease  wore  greater  in  1948  even  than 
those  reported  in  1947.  Siz'd  of  the  cows  examined  during  the  year  i.e* 
every  other  cow  slaughtered,  was  found  to  bo  affected,  to  some  extent, 
with  tuberculosis.  The  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  has  been  rising 
for  the  last  few  years  but  tho  percentage  this  year  is  the  highest  recorded 
since  ccmpleto  statistics  became  available.  If  those  figures  are  representative 
of  the  country  as  a whole  they  underline  my  previous  statement,  and  the 
position  is  of  concern  not  only  to  the  me at -marketing  industry  but  also 
to  milk  production  and  dairying  interests. 

I have  again  to  criticise  the  accommodation  available  at  the 
regional  slaughterhouse,  I dealt  with  this  matter  at  some  length  in  my 
1945  report  and  drew  attention  to  the  difficulties  which  were  being 
encountered,  not  only  from  a trade  standpoint  but  also  from  the 
public  health  aspect,  particularly  during  the  periods  when  almost 
the  whole  of  the  moat  supply  is  home  produced  and  the  maximum  amount 
of  slaughtering  takes  place.  These  promises  are,  admittedly,  the 
most  suitable  that  are  available  in  the  area,  and  as  an  emergency 
measure  their  use  for  regional  purposes  could  be  tolerated.  The 
present  system  of  centralised  slaughter  has  many  advantages  over  the 
previous  one,  where  numbers  of  s/wall  privately-owned  premises  were  in 
use,  but  if  the  centralised  system  is  to  continue  indefinitely,  great 
improvements  will  be  necessary  at  the  slaughterhouse.  It  was  hoped  that 
tho  responsible  Government  Depts .would  have  been  able  to  make  some 
official  pronouncement  on  future  policy  for  the  livestock  slaughtering 
and  distribution  industry  before  now,  but  this  is  not  yet  forthcoming. 

Tho  absence  of  such  a lead  is  undoubtedly  delaying  improvement  not  only 
as  regards  the  premises  but  also  in  the  matter  of  the  meat  transport 
system. 


Included  in  tho  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  were  711 
pigs  killed  by  householders  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
a slight  increase  over  Xast  year.  All  except  4 of  these  were  examined 
and  2 whole  carcases  wore  found  to  be  so  diseased  as  to  be  unfit  for 
consumption,  one  being  affected  with  generalised  tuberculosis.  In  15 
other  of  these  pigs  some  part  of  the  carcase  or  organs  was  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  916  lbs  of  moat  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
in  these  cases  . 

All  condemned  meat  at  the  Regional  slaughterhouse  is  retained 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  dealt  with  through  their  own  waste 
utilisation  channels  and  this  course  is  adopted,  where  the  amount 
calls  for  it,  in  tho  case  of  unfit  meat  from  householders'  pigs. 
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In  addition  to  the  Rogionhl  slaughterhouso  9 privately- 
owned  slaughterhouses  wore  licensed  by  your  Authority  during  the 
year,  these  being  used  only  for  tho  slaughter  of  householders' 
pigs.  All  these  promises  wore  maintained  in  c.  satisfactory 
manner  during  1948* 

Under  various  legislation  affecting  food  shops,  stores,  food 
preparation  etc.  premises  tho  undermentioned  inspections  wore  carried 
out ,

73  informal  notices  wore  served  as  a result  of  these  inspections, 
dealing  with  repairs,  lack  of  cleanliness,  sanitary  accommodation, 
utensils,  protection  of  foodstuffs  etc.,  but  no  further  action  had  been 
necessary  in  any  of  these  cases  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

After  many  meetings  to  discuss  all  aspects  of  the  problem. 
Sanitary  Inspectors  from  the  whole  of  the  districts  in  the  County, 
together  with  officers  of  the  County  Health  Dopt.,  agreed  during  the 
yoar  on  a "standard  code  of  practice  for  the  proaotion  of  improvement 
in  the  hygienic  manufacture,  handling  and  distribution  of  all  classes 
of  foodstuffs"  for  the  county,  and  in  November  your  Authority  officially 
adopted  this  'Code'  for  application  to  your  ewn  district.  The  'Code' 
deals  with  repair,  decoration  and  cleansing  of  premisos,  lighting, 
ventilation,  sanitary  conveniences,  ablution  facilities,  rofuse  storage, 
equipment,  protection  of  foodstuffs  from  contamination,  food  wrapping, 
storage  of  employees ' clothing,  provision  of  washable  overalls,  personal 
cleanliness  of  employees,  infectious  disease , and  vermin,  and  copies  have 
been  issued  to  all  employers  and  employees  in  food  premises  throughout 
the  area.  This  has  been,  and  is  being,  followed  up  where  necessary, 

with  talks  and  discussions  with  employers  and  employees  at  individual 
promises,  and  ;vith  requests  to  occupiers  to  provide  the  amenities  and 
improvements  recommended  in  the  'code'  and,  generally  speaking,  those  are 
mooting  with  ready  response. 
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During  tho  above  inspootiens,  a oonsidorablo  amount  and  variety 
of  foods  has  been  examined  at  shops  and  waroheusos  and  a list  of  the  food 
condomnod  during  tho  yeer  is  given  bolow,-

The  condemnation  of  foods  of  certain  types  and  amounts  is 
notified  to  the  Salvage  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  ^ood,  which  deals 
with  the  foods  thus  condemned.  Tils  routine  applies  to  all  amounts 
of  butter,  cheese,  lard,  margarine,  cooking  fats,  bacon  and  ham. 

In  all  other  cases,  where  it  is  not  condidered  harmful, 
condemned  food  is  utilised  after  cooking  by  local  pig  and  poultry 
keepers.  Unusable  material  is  buried  at  the  Councils’  tips. 

( c)  Ice  Cream, 


Under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938,  there  were 
registered  at  the  close  of  the  year  21  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
and  1 for  its  manufaoturo . 

The  ’’Standard  code  of  practice"  for  these  premises,  adopted 
Uy  your  Authority  in  1947,  has  been  operation  throughout  1948  and  has  formed 
the  basis  on  which  all  new  applications  for  registration  have  been 
dealt  with.  The  ’code’  also  laid  down  tho  official  requirements  for  the 
construction  of  vehicles  used  for  tho  sale  of  ice  cream,  for  the  equipment 
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to  be  carried  and  for  the  observance  of  hygienic  practices  by  the 
vendors,  and  I think  it  will  be  admitted  that  the  vehicles  and  equipment 
now  in  general  use,  as  well  ns  the  improvement  in  the  personnel,  is 
a great  advance  on  anything  which  was  seen  2 or  3 years  ago. 

The  one  ice-cream  manufactory  in  the  area  has  been  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  condition  during  the-  year.  The  proprietors  are  financially 
interested  in  two  much  larger  factories  in  other  parts  of  the  Country 
and  production  at  the  local  factory  appears  gradually  to  be  declining, 
the  premises  fulfilling  more  the  purpose  of  a ccld  storage  depot  for 
the  local  distribution  of  some  of  the  ice  cream  made  at  the  other  two 
factories . 

26  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  examination 
during  the  year.  14  of  these  were  placed  in  provisional  grade  1 
(Methylene  blue  test),  3 in  grade  3,  and  9 in  grade  4.  The  three  grade 
3 samples  were  all  manufactured  outside  the  Urban  area,  two  being  sold 
’loose'  from  the  tub  by  an  outside  vendor,  and  the  third  being  a 
proprietory  pre-packed  product,  0f  the  9 grade  4 samples  three  were 
manufactured  outside  the  aroa  and  allwere  retailed  ’loose'  from  the 
tub,  two  from  shops  and  one  by  an  outside  vendor.  The  sale  of 
ice-cream  at  one  of  these  premises,  a restaurant,  has  since  ceased. 

The  six  remaining  grade  4 samples  were  all  manufactured  locally 
but  were  retailed ’ loose 'from  the  tub.  The  factory  samples,with  one 
exception,  were  all  safisfactory  and  the  bulk  of  the  ice  cream  made 
at  this  factory  is  now  being  pre-packed  for  retail  sale.  Other 
precautions  are  also  being  taken,  both  in  manufacture  and  distribution, 
which,  it  is  hoped  -will  end  this  unsatisfactory  run  of  samples. 

In  all  oases  of  sub-standard  samples  manufactured  in  outside 
areas,  notification  is  sent  to  the  Inspector  concerned  for  any  action  he 
may  wish  to  take.

During  the  year  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified,  the  patient 
being  a girl  who  had  been  imraunised  in  1943, 

■VYith  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on 
July  5th,  the  responsibility  for  immunisation  passed  to  the  County  Council, 
but  for  the  period  from  January  1st  to  July  4th  239  children  under  5 years 
were  immunised,  and  4 in  the  5-14  ago  group,  10  "boosting”  injections  were 
given  in  the  same  period.  The  County  Medical  Officer  has  informed  mo  that 
the  number  of  children  immunisod  from  July  5th  to  Dec  31st  was  as  follows 

1-5  years  138:  5-14  years  5;  Boosting  Injections  4-5  years  28, 

5-9  years  54;  10-14  years  4: 

The  combined  totals  therefore  are 

Primary  Immunisation  1-5  years  377 

5-14  years  9 
Boosting  Injections  4-14  years  96 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  facilities  for  immunisation 
were  first  offered  by  this  Authority  in  1940  and  since  then  6,880  children 
have  been  fully  immunised  under  your  scheme,  and  it  is  estimated  that  on 
July  4th  last  60%  of  the  under  fives  and  85%  of  the  5-14  group  had  been 
immunised.  It  is  also  interesting  to  compare  the  immediately  preceding 
five  year  periods  as  under:-

It.  must  be  obvious  that  these  figures  indicate  a substantial 
achievement.  Whether  the  nevi/  arrengements  v\rill  maintain  or  improve  upon 
this  rate  of  progress  remains  to  be  seen,  but  one  feels  that  the  danger 
of  comparative  failure  lies  in  the  removal  of  the  centre  of  activity  in 
the  vmy  of  direction  of  operations  from  the  periphery  to  the  centre. 

Certain  it  is  that  much  vail  depend  on  the  co^-oporation  of  the  doctors 
engaged  in  general  practice  v\rho  are  here  given  an  opportunity  for  some  real 
good  preventive  work.  The  attitude  at  present  adopted  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  regards  payment  for  those  services  is,  however,  not  calculated 

to  ensure  that  co-operation,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  amicable  solution 
may  be  found 

Much  of  the  success  of  your  scheme  may  fairly  bo  attributed  to 
the  not  inconsiderable  help^^which  has  been  forthcoming  from  the  Headmasters 
of  local  schools,  from  the  "I'rustees  of  Whitwick  Leicester  Road  Methodist 
Church  and  the  Coramittoo  of  Thringstonc  House  Club,  plus  the  first-class 
clerical  work  performed  in  my  own  Department  coupled  with  the  enthusiasm 
shown  throughout  by  Mr  Greenwood. 

It  would  be  Wrong  to  close  this  short  review  by  failing  to  urge 
all  parents  to  mn4,c  sure  that  they  seek  immunisation  for  their  babies 
about  their  eighth  month,  with  a,  reinforcing  injection  about  the  ago  of 
five.  The  only  action  necessary  is  for  the  parent  to  take  the  child  to 
the  family  doctor.
